matter, and based upon that agree- 
ment Judge Cunsingharn ordered the 
following entry to be placed on the 
journal this saorniag as the temporary 
adjustment of the legal proceedings: 


It ia agreed by the parties that any 


assessments on the east High street 
irnproTesaeat test zaay be paid by ths 
plaintiSs prior to the final determina- 
tion of this case shall be considered 
aad taken as a credit ttpon the amount 
finally determined by tbe court to bo 
due for tke making of snch improve- 
maBt: provided, that such payment? 
are made before the assessments have 
b»ua certified: and it is further agreed 
that tbe first assessment shall not be 
certified before April 10th, 1901, and 
no penalty shali be attached theretsj 
prior to that date. It is farther under- i 
Stood and agreed that the rights of the' 
plaintiff shall in ae wise be prejudiced 
by reason ef the making of such pay- 
ments. The agreement having been 
entered isto by the parties, the court 
finds that the temporary injunction 
applied for should be and hereby is re- 
fused and tbe restraining order hereto 
fore granted herein is dissolved. 


The entry is sufli«iently plain to 


those who are familiar with the pro- 
ceediaga and although the injunction 
is denied and tho restraining order 
dissolved, the plaintiffs have, in a 
sense won a victorys as there is yet 
time for an adjustment of their claims 
before a final settlement is made -with 
the contractors. Tbe agreement per- 
mits ths city to eolleet the first assess- 
ment acd make the first- payment to 
the contractors but i» does not preju- 
dice the causa of the property holders 
who rafuse to be assessed for some- 
thing they did not contract for. It 
leaves the isatU-r epea tin til such tims 
as it may be finally heard at which 
time the rights of the coiiiplainants 
-.Till be fully protected.
